Growing up in Bayside. 19-year- 
old Mario Mullen wasn't concerned 
with whether ot not he had any ath- 
letic ability. 

He was too busy trying to figure 
out which qxjrts te wanted to excel 
in. 

"I started playing sports when I 
was nine years old. I played base- 
ball first, then I started up with 
football. In junior high school I re- 
alized that I was better at basketball 
and I played in my neighborhood all 
the time," Mullen said. 

Being "better" at basketball is an 
understatement Mullen. ^'fT, 220 
pounds, was one of the key players 
that led Bayside High School to 
two straight AA State crowns in 
1990 and 1991. While under the di- 
rection of coach Ron Jenkins, 
Mullen practiced hard, he said. 

"Basketball takes practice and 
more practice. If you play a lot of 
one-on-one you'll get the best prac- 
tices and you'll get better," said 
Mullen. 

Mullen, who averaged 1 1 points 
and 7.4 rebounds a game this year, 
should know what it takes to be the 
best in basketball.

Basketball, however, was 
only one of the sports Mullen 
played at Bayside High School. He 
lettered three years in football at the 
tightend and defensive end slot and 
earned All-Beach district honors.

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Last week, we left Brad and his 
friend Sid Maynard planning to go 
"Jap-tauiAng" in the morning. 

Brad Steele woke up with the blaz- 
ing morning stin shining down in his 
eyes and the stench of jungle decay in 
his nostrils. He had grown accus- 
tomed to the 
putrid odas of 
dead bodies, but 
the stinking 
smell of the 
jungle would 
stay with him 
for a long time. 
Brad called 
out to his friend 
Sid Maynard, 
who was still 
asleq) behind a 
barrier of coco- 
nut logs, and 
after several 
minutes he fi- 
nally woke up.

four marines could have caught the 
mumps. Brad suspected that they got 
them from "those damned Japs." He 
wondered how Sid had avoided them . 
Sid was fcHlunate to have escaped the 
mumps, but tragedy would soon strike 
him in the fcmn of a Jap sniper. 

Soihe industrious seabees had 
rigged up a ^ower out of two 55- 
gallon gasolinedrums. It was located 
not far from Henderson Field and the 
marines used it regularly. Although it 
was out in the open there had not been 
any problems as far as the Japanese 
were concerned. Brad and Sid de- 
cided to take a shower. The day had 
been unusually hot and they wanted 
to co(4 off . They had been under tlie 
showu- for about 15 minutes laugh- 
ing and joking when Brad decided 
that he had enough and stepped out of 
the shower and started drying him- 
self off, when he head the sharp 
retort of a small caliber rifle that had 
been fired from tl^ jungle. Brad did 
not know exactly where in the jungle 
the shot had come from, but he knew 
that somewhere out there a Japanese

telescopic sight at that very moment. 

He fell to the ^txmd and then 
looked for Sid. wto was still undo* 
the shower with a bullet wound in his 
back, which was Needing profusely. 
Sid was still on his feet but his face 
w{» chalk white mid his eyes hiKi a 
glaz^ tock. Slowly he sank to the 
ground as the water washed the blood 
into the small ditch that served as a 
drain ftx the shower. Brad crawled 
on his stomach until he was at Sid's 
side, cursing himself fcx' coming the 
showo' unarmed. 

He could SM that Sid wffi seriously 
injured uid imew that if he did not 
recave medkal help som he wouki 
stffely die. Brad ri{q)ed one of the 
towels in Imlf and nukde a bandage to 
wr^ around Sid's wound, hewing it 
wouU stop some of the bleeding. He 
{Hcked Sid op in a fatman's carry 
and ran K Ca^ as he coukl, ston>ing 
(mly to catch a quick breath. Off at a 
distance Brad heard a jeep ctmting in 
his direction. The jeep finally [wlled 
along si(te ai^ Brad rect^i^ the 
driver. Ife was natooi SgL Bruce 
Meyers, a mnnbu' (tf the Ifeadquar- 
ters la Biutaikm, 1st Marine Divi-

lifted Sid and placed him in the bade 
of d» jeq>.

knew that he needed to be evacuated 
to the hospital ship as soon as pos- 
sible. 

Brad hated to see his 
old friend jo but he was thank- 
ful to God that he was still alive. Brad 
heard later that Sid had been flown 
back to the states and that his pros- 
pect for recovery was good. He made 
a mental note to look Sid up afto* the 
war so that they could have a drink 
together and talk about the "Canal." 

Brad had just dozed off when the 
air raidalarm sounded. It was "Wash- 
ing Machine Charlie ." On clear nights 
the Japs wouldsenddown from Kahili 
a slow high-flying, single engine 
plane that souiided like a was)iing . 
machine. The pilot would fiy over- 
head, dropa stick of small bombs and 
go home. The marines did not worry 
about Chariie unless he was directly 
above them. It was really more of a 
nuisance than anything else.

But die mm 
of 2nd Battalion, 7th Ktariruswere 
shoodng exceptinally araight that 
day, ind sooa, what, was M.of the 
Ja|»n»e fnce v/te letrcataig • ex- 
cqx fra' the teader of die attodc, who 
somehow made it inside of the 
marine's perimeiH-. Thae. he was 
cifitined. Itms soon duco^med diat 
the fmoaei wm dnnk. He dM mx 
spe^ English, nor did te wear 
dc^tags. Tlie maraies ne^ed loklra- 
tify him in some wi^, w he wis 
n%nedSalK(Sida)aidtfienledawi9 
to recover his wits.

Crime was so 
feared that it 
caused one 
newspaper to 
write. "Murder 
and violence 
are the distin- 
guishing marics 
of our civiliza- 
tion." Anodier 
journal wrote: 
"Each day we see gasdy records of 
crime. . . murder seems to have run 
riot and each citizen asks. 'Who is 
safe?' " 

The journal which raised this issue 
was Leslie's Weekly in 1868. One 
expert has estimated diat the crime 
rate between 1860 and 1890 rose 
more than twice as fast as the popula- 
tion. One of the most popular current 
complaints is that the courts have 
tilted die justice system so far in 
favor of die defendants that no one is 
s^e anymrae. 

The assumption, of course, is that 
thereexistedaperiodwh^idiecourts 
were tough on criminals, a time when 
the sheriff got his man and the courts 
put die man away. Po-haps diere was 
such a time, but whra? In William 
Howard Taft's day? 

Taft grumbled diat die law so fa- 
vored the criminal diat dials seemed 
"like a game of chance." Twenty 
years later Herbert Hoover com- 
plained that everybody "knows full 
well" that "procedures unduly favor 
die criminal." 

In die 1930's die Wjckersham and 
Seabury investigations concluded, in 
die words of Bergen Evans, "that a 
criminal had about a 99 percent 
chance of escaping punishment. So 
to say diat tilings are worse now as far 
as crime and punishmentisconconed 
would be an undo^tatement.

hiring a contractor 



If you plan to hire help for your 
spring home improvement project, 
h^e are some advice and warnings 
from Virginia Cooperative Exten- 
sion about working with a general 
contractor. 

Check to see if the genoal omi- 
tractor has a license or registratkxi, 
the Virginia Tech specialist. Irene 
E. Leech said. 

The Virginia Board of Con- 
tractors provides license or registra- 
tion service for general contractors, 
but does not do any skill testing. 

The replating indicates that the 
contractor has met standards estab- 
lished by the board about the char- 
acter, knowledge and skills neces- 
sary to practice without harming 
the public. 

Any contractor who undertakes a 
project valued at v$40,000 or more 
is required to have a valid Class A 
license issued by the boaid. 

Any contractor who undertakes a 
project valued at $1,S00 or more, 
but less than $40,000, must have a 
valid Class B license. 

It does not require that the con- 
tractor demonstrate specific knowl- 
edge or skills, only that there is in- 
fwmation about the kx:ation, nature 
and operation of the business. 

The Virginia Department of 
Housing and Community De- 
velopment tests plumbing and elec- 
trical skills. 

Check references to be sure the 
contractor has the skills and ability 
to do the project 

A homeowner who hires some- 
one for a project should ask for and 
check references, said Leech. 

"You want to be sure they will 
not be learning on the job," she 
said. "Ask to see a sample of a 
completed project" 

Talk to others who have hired the 
contractor and ask if there were any 
problems or concerns. 

Call the local Better Business 
Bureau to see if there have been any 
complaints against the contractor. 
Or call the Board of Contractws ?nd 
ask if there have been complaints. 

Don't pay the full cost before the 
wcHk is flnished. 

Before the contractor is hired, the 



homeowner should get at least two, 
but preferably three, bids estimating 
the cost of the job. 

Be cautious about paying top 
much of the cost at the beginning 
ofainoject 

llie common pri»:tice is to pay 
about a third of die cost at the be- 
ginning, about a third to half what 
it is almost flnished and the final 
payment when the project is com- 
pleted or pass^ a builcUng code in- 
flection. 

"Consumers might withhold a 
little from the final payment to pay 
after the final finishing touches are 
completed," said Helen Savage, 
who represents the Virginia Citi- 
zens Consumer Council on the 
Board (tf Contractus. 

'"There often are a few j>;tails that 
should be worked on after the job is 
in use."

whole project and write it out, said 
Savage. If the homeowner wants a 
special material or color, that 
should be listed in the contract 

"Many complaints to the board 
arc disputes about diffning expecta- 
tions between the homeowno- and 
the contractor," Savage said. 

Contractors are required to have a 
written contract on jobs that are 
valued at more than $1,300, exc^t 
for routine maintenance, service 
contracts or subcontracts to the con- 
tracting party. 

If it is a big project. Savage sug- 
gested that the contract have an ar- 
bitration clause. If there is a dispute 
it is easier to resolve by going to a 
panel than to die court system. 

If there is a dispute, the Board of 
Contractors can only discipline the 
contractor by imposing a fine or by 
suspending or revoking the license. 

The board cannot order the con- 
tracttM; to give money back, pay re- 
stitution or redo the work. Only the 
courts can take such actions.

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Design lawn before you dig

When designing your landscape, 
draw it on paper first. It is much 
easier to move a few lines, than to 
move a plant, You might also 
experiment with some of the Idts 
on the market for home 
landscaping. If your paper plan is 
drawn to scale, you can more 
accurately determine how much to 
plant and where. Also, the style of 
landsc^ you use gieatly influences 
the amount of maintenance required. 

The traditional method of framing 
the house with trees, trimmed 
hedges and open, moved lawns 
creates a high-maintenance 
landscape. Natural landscapes that 
blend new plants into the 
environment, retaining existing 
vegetation and ground forms with 
less large lawn areas, are generally 
lower in maintenance. In this 
laDdscape, "messy," such as fallen 
leaves or small twigs, is acceptable. 

Some landscq)es are designed for 
privacy. The public or front yard 
areas are screened and devel(q)ed as 
living space or entrance gardens, 
rather than as a setting for the 



house. The amount of maintenance 
varies with the formality of the 
plan. 

Considerations in styling a 
landscape for low maintenance 
include plant shape and rate of 
growth. If allowed to grow into its 
natural form, a plant has 
charactoistics that are beautiful and 
useful in landscape design. To 
reduce the ne^ for severe pruning 
of a plant to Keep in in bounds, 
choose a plant with the same 
mature shape as the space you are 
trying to fill. There are many slow- 
growing or dwarf varieties of shrubs 
available today. They never grow 
taller than a few feet and may never 
need pruning. Trees are a dominant 
element of the landscqw and should 
be through of as permanent and 
selected to avoid any pruning of 



mature plants. 

Trees that grow at a rapid rate 
need constant attention to keep 
them looking neat. Eventually, 
they outgrow their location, with 
severe pruning necessary to keep 
them in bounds, resulting in a 
misshapen plant with no natural, 
characteristic shaf)e. Genially trees 
that grow quickly, die more quickly 
and drop branches easier. You may 
need to replace them much sooner 
or more often than slower growing 
varieties. Fast-growing trees may 
have brittle wood that is suscq)tible 
to breakage, may have more 
Sequent disease and insect idijwy, 
and may be less hardy than longer- 
lived qiecies. •

Teachers 
come to shop for their classrooms. 
Parents come looking for children's 
books or perhaps a set of encyclope- 
dias. Someone is always looking for 
cocdebodes, hisumcal novels ot craft 
bodes. Students come in search of 
books and magazines for special 
projects. What one person may reject 
is someone else's very special trea- 
sure. Children shop for what diey 
want just as eagerly as any of the 
adults. Book sale customers buy as 
litde as one magazine for $.10 (a 
boxes and boxes of books for several 
hundred dollars. 

People from as far away as Califw- 
nia attend Friends' sales as well as 
regular customers from Uiroughout 
Virginia, North Carolina and Mary- 
land.

Because 
of the dango^ inherent in leaving 
children atone, slate laws dictate the 
ages at which children can be left 
unsupervi^ by an adulL 

Results of a study by Sherryll 
KraizCT and others of children teft 
alone were publish by die Child Wel- 
fare League in an article tided "Oiil- 
dren in Self Care." Of diose in die 
study. 42 percent ages 9 and under 
were rqxHted to be left alone occa- 
sionally, if not regularly. They did 
not know how to correcdy handle 
everyday occurrences such as open- 
ing die door for delivery of a package 
or giving out information about dieir 



parents' whereabouts overdie phone. 

Beyond confusion about simple 
tasks, many children who are left 
atone must cope with loneliness, fear 
and even stress. 

So here is die bottom line: ChU- 
dren should be in die care of reqxm- 
sible adults radier dian alone and 
communities must ensure diat diere 
are adequate provisions to protect 
those who are too young to care fc» 
the mselves.

Editor, The Virginia Beach Sun: 

First and foremost, I would like to thank your staff writer 
Constantina Christie for her story about our recent cat show 
held at the Pavilion. As the owner of one of the cats pictured 
in the article, I do have a correction to make in some of the 
information given in the article (especially in regards to my 
Japanese Bobtail and my nwther's Scottish Fold). 

The caption stated that the Scottish Fold had "clipped 
ears," and the Japanese Bobtail had its "tail bobbed." Both 
of these statements are totally untrue. The folding of the ears 
in a Scottish Fold is the result of a mutant gene, and not 
surgical alteration. About half of the kittens in a litter of 
Scottish Folds will have folded ears, and this folding takes 
place at three to four weeks of age. There is no clipping in- 
volved. In the case of my Japanese Bobtail, again it is a nat- 
ural, recessive gene that causes the shortened and twisted 
tails. These cats breed true and two Japanese Bobtails will 
produce all Bobtail kittens, although no two tails will be 
alike. 

I wanted to set the record straight, since I would hate for 
your readers to think that I or any member of my family 
would subject my much-loved pets to any surgical procedure 
simply for my vanity or the show ring. The only surgery any 
of my cats have on an elective basis is to be spayed or 




neutered, and I believe this to be necessary surgery, not a 
cosmetic procedure. 

Again, as a member and officer in the Feline Alliance of 
Jidewater, I would like to thank you and your paper for 
your support of our cat show.

Virginia Beach citizens may be 
asked in November referendums 
whether terms on City Council and 
School Board should be limited and 
Whether employees of the city and 
the School Board should be allowed 
to be candidates in council and 
School Board elections. 

Councilmember John J. 
Lanteigne has proposed a resolu- 
tion, which will have to be voted 
on by council, providing for the 
referendums on whether the General 
Assembly should be requested to 
amend the city's charter limiting 
the terms of City Council mem- 
bers, including the mayor and the 
School Board to three consecutive 
four-year terms, and whether em- 
ployees of the city and Ae School 



Board should be eligible to become 
candidates for City Council, mayor 
or School Board. 

Lanteigne, elected to council in 
1990, is a sergeant in the police de- 
partment. Councilmember James 
W. Brazier, Jr., a captain in the po- 
lice department, won his seat in the 
same election. 

The city's charter says nothing 
about whether employees of the 
city or school system could serve 
on council or the School Board. 
However, after the 1990 election, 
council endorsed a resolution which 
prevents employees of the city from 
running for City Council. Unless 
some change is made, neither 
Lanteigne or Brazier would be per- 
mitted to run for another term on 
council.

Knowing the sounds of your car helps solve problems 



Ominous sounds coming from 
your car tell you somediing may be 
wrong. 

Understanding the causes of diose 
sounds can help you and your me- 
chanic find and correct die i»oblem 
befwe it becomes serious. 

Here are a few of die more com- 
mon noises listed by Car Care 
Council: 

■ A "clunk" from uncter die car 
when you start forward or back up 
could be a warning that a universal 
Joint is failing. That's serious if it 
breaks and tiie drive shaft drops 
while you're en route. If you have a 



front-wheel drive car, you'll get a 
clunking sound if you have a 
looseness in a CV joint (which is 
like a universal joint, diat connects 
the front wheels to the transverse 
axle). 

■ When you an>ly the brakes 
and hear a squeal or a scraping 
sound, it could indicate worn brake 
linings or pads. If allowed to con- 
tinue, it could result in damaged 
brake drums and rotors, making the 
repair more expensive. 

■ A thumping sound from a tire 
could be caused by flat ^ts on tlie 
tread due b) improper balance or 



alignment It also could be U^ad 
separation, which could result in a 
blowout. 

■ The sound of ticking in the 
engine usually is a valve lifter, 
generally heard when the engine is 
idling. 

■ A sudden screech from under 
die hood when you accelerate could 
be from low grade gasoline, incor- 
rect timing or die need for other 
tune-up adjustments. 



■ A whining sound as you move 
from a stand-still to normal driving 
speed could be coming from die 
transmission, and mean that you are 
low on transmission fluid. You 
probably wouldn't hear die sound 
when die car is idling or in neulnd. 

■ A spitting sound or rumble 
from somewhoe under die carcouM 
be an exhaust leak. This is a poten- 
tially dangerous situation due to 
poisonous exhause fumes diat could 



seq) into die car. 

■ If you raise die hood and hear 
a steady snapping sound dmt speeds 
up if tite »igine runs fasto". it could 
mean a spark plug wite is loose or 
shoting out The snapping sound is 
a qiark jumping from die bad wire 
to the metal of die engine. 

■ If you turn on the ignition 
switeh and hear a clicking sound, 
but the starter does nothing, your 
battoy may need charging or replac- 
ing. It also could be loose or 



corroded connections. The clicking 
comes from the starter solenoid, 
which isn't getting enough voltage 
to engage die starter. 

■ A whirring sound (but the car 
doesn't start) could be die starter 
drive. Replacing this pan normally 
will cOTrect die problem. 

An attentive ear to die sounds 
your car is making could help iden- 
tify potential problems before diey 
cause more serious breakdowns.

In 1984, the Virginia Beach City 
Council appointed a Resort 
Advisory Commission, and staff, to 
look into ways to make die resort 
strip more aesthetically pleasing 
and more pedestrian-friendly to 
beachgoers. 

"Back then overhead power lines 
were everywhere, guady signs of all 
different sizes hung from buiklings. 
the sidewalks were too mnow. and 
diere was no uniform landscainng. 
Basically, the rescxt strip neetted to 
be redone," said Virginia Beach 
Resort Area Services coordinaKv. 
Robert J. Hudome. 

The improvements to the resort 
area have not been implemented be- 
cause a few select people diought it 
would look nice. On die contrary, 
much research has t)een conducted 
to determine what would make the 
resort area more marketable for the 
tourist industry. 

"A visitor study done through 
Old Dominion University showed 
that people like a clean, safe area to 
bring their families. It's easy to see 
that we have cleaned up the resort 



area and made it more pedestrian 
friendly," Hudome said. 

The total budget for Uie revital- 
ization program is about 
$140,000,000. A hotel and restau- 
rant tax is funding the program. 

"The business community is vay 
pleased widi Uie results because the 
improvements are so dramatic. We 
have a good working relationship 
with the businesses and we keep 
them informed as to what is going 
on. We do not interfere with the 
tourist season, because construction 
is limited from October I to May 
1," said Hudome. 

The revitallzation 

program includes 13 different 
projects. The first project involved

They also (tecide the 
amount of professional devek)pmNit 
points they wish to pursue and the 
type of final project they feel will 
adequately present the knowledge 
they have gained. I suppose you 
could call this the "buffet-style" class 
menu. So far, I am ha|;q)y to say, 
everyone is eating a full meal and 
coming back for seconds! 

The goal of PIL is to help ease the 
transitions during this timeof change 
with information that is immediately 
helpful. The PIL is young, but the 
implications of the services being 
offo-ed are farreaching. If teaches 
and staff are helped meaningfully to 
change, if they feel at ease with new 
trends; and if diey have an informal, 
nonthreatening place to discus their 
needs and try new techniques, the 
transitions will go more smoothly. 

Teachers will be able to foss on 
new knowledge with ctmfidoice and 
managemoit will fed more at ease in 
dealing opoily with leachen andpar- 
ents. These changes create better 
schoof Climates. The entire restruc- 
turing movement affects all partici- 
pants in the educational process, but 
most importantly this movement is 
for the improvement of our childrai's 
education.

Project (Augua 19, 1992), I indi- 
cated that the city was waiting for a 
ruling from the Department of Com-

Act (CZMA) 
to block an ap- 
proval from the 
Fedend Energy 
Regulatory 
Commission 
( F E R C ) 
needed by Vir- 
ginia Power to 
grant Vffginia 
Beach ease- 
ments in Lake 
Gaston. 

You may re- 
call, the De- 
partment of 
Commerce 

held a public 

hearing on 
June 13, 1992. to receive comments 
from the public conconing this is- 
sue. In December 1992, the Depart- 
ment of Commerce mled that N(Mth 
Carolina had no right to review the 
Lake Gaston Water Supply Project 
under the terms of the (3MA. The 
DepartmentofCommoce ruling was 
the most important for the Lake 
Gaston Projectsincelastspring when 
the U.S. Siqneme Court declined to 
hear the appeal by North Carolina of 
the lawsuit regarding the U.S. Army 
C(Mps of Engineers permit for the 
project 

More good news followed one 
weeklater when the U.S. Army Corps 
of Engineers rejected a withdrawal 
moratorium recommendation con- 
tained in the North Carolina Striped 
Bass S&idy, which North Carolina 
had hoped would block the Lake 
Gaston Water Supply Project. The 
str^)ed bass study was the result of 
legislative initiatives by North Caro- 
linalegislatastostq)theLake Gaston 
Project. 

The city's federal delegation of 
Senator John Warner, SenatcvCharles 
RoM). Congressman Owen Pickett 
and Congressman Normw Sisidcy 
were successful in deleting language 
in North Carolina's legislation which 
would have been harmful to the Lake 



Gaston Project After carefully re- 
viewing the striped bass study, the 
corps concluded diat the rqxnt was 
inconsistent and that it did not con- 
tain sufficient lechnkal justification 
to modify the city's pomit 

Tbe city is now wfit- 

ing for approval by the FERC fot 
easements for the pqwUne structure 
in Lake Gaston. This is the last sig- 
nificant regul9lory hurdte fcH* the 
project The FERC had suspended 
processing the city's application in 
January 1992 until the Department of 
Commerce had ruled on North 
Carolina's CZMA objection. Now 
that 1^ CZMA object has been dis- 
missed, FERC can move ahead with 
the easement ^)proval. The city, of 
course, can not predict when the 
FERC will actually grant this ap- 
proval; however, similar approves 
have genoally taken less thmi a year. 
If diis is any indication, the city is 
hqpeful that sometimes by late sum- 
mer or fall, it will get the FERC 
iqjproval and full construction of the 
I»oject will begin. 

In the mean time, the city has moved 
ahead with two critical path {nojects 
which must be built fii^ so that the 
rest of the project can be brought on 
line as quickly as possible. Those two 
projects are the six overhead river 
crossings along the 76-mile pipeline 
route and the underground p^on of 
the pump station at Lake Gasum. 
Those two|m)jectsareapproximately 
26 and 40 percent comi^eted. req)ec- 
tively and progressing. 

WeexpectthatNorth Carolina will 
continue tooppose the project through 
its strategy of "winning of slowly 
losing." This strategy involves chal- 
lenging every administrative review, 
approval ot pomit in court with the 
hope that the resulting logjam of liti- 
gation will delay the project North 
Carolina did not invent this process, 
but it has perfected it Howevo', the 
city has won every challenge to date 
and is cautiously optimistic that the 
final ai^roval will be granted this 
year.

In container-grown plants, the 
Toot system shoiild be well es- 
tablish^l, Iwt iK>t to the point of 
outgrowing the container or be- 
ing rootbouTKl. If toots aie onled 
aroiind one another, are circling 
the surface of the container, or 
are coming out of the drain 
holes, the plan is probably root- 
boui^. 

Check the rootballs of balkd- 
and-burlapped plants. BaOed- 
and-builapped plants are grown 
in die ground, then rootb^s are 
dug ai^ wrapped in burlap for 
shipping. The rootball of a 
balled-and-burlapped plant 
should be compact and firm. If it 
is loose or cracked, the root sys- 
tem may be damaged. Also, 
make sure the trunk of the plant 
is not damaged. 

Bare-root plants have the soil 
washed or shaken from the 
roots. Be sure the roots are not 
crushed or broken. Good-qual- 
ity, bare-root plants have moist 
roots, not dry, brittle ones. 

As you selea plants, consider 
form and shape. Look for trees 
and shrubs with full, natural 
shapes. Avoid any with major 
bare spots caused by missing or 
broken limbs. Good form is a 

sign of quality and care. Always 
select plants with good form so. 
as they mature, they grow into 
an attractive, naturd shape. 
Mssluuqxn trees and plants only 
look more awkward as they 
grow. Oosely related to form 
and stape are the proportions of 
a plant The trunks of healthy, 
well-formed plants are straight in 
the ball and container. The plant 
should not have slants!, twisted, 
or deformed stems. Quality gar-

Firefighting is in his blood. Chtman's great-grandfather began the tradi- 
tion by starting the first fire station in Algonac, Mich. Following in his 
great-grandfather's footstq)s, Ortman began his firefighting career in 1970 
at the U.S. Army Tank Arsenal in Michigan. That was after a four-year 
hitch in the Navy. 

Virginia came into the picture when Ortman's brother was transferred 
hwe.

The fourth phiee 
will include conservation {danning 
for identified natural communiUes. 
geographic information system data 
retrieval dcsip. evaluation of ^m- 
tection ^rategies and publk; educa- 
tion regarding the natural communi- 
ties. 

The first three phases included 
amal rcconnaissffiKe, a rare qxcies 
field survey, ground truthing. data 
processing, an inventory of rare 
plants and animal species, a data 
analysis and final mpon describing 
the natural communities.

scaping," Hudome said. 

llie second project be- 
gan in 1989 and is really 
two projects combined. 
Together, they will cost 
about $41 million, 

"We call this phase the 
'Streetscape Improve- 
ment and Connector Park 
Projects.' One part of this 
phase deals with the 
streets on Atlantic Av- 
enue - from Rudee Inlet 
to 42nd Street. As a 
demonstration, we 
started with 20 Street 
through 25th Street, 
which we consider to be 
the heart of the resort and 
the most heavily traveled. 

"The business com- 
munity was so pleased 
that we decided to con- 
tinue the same process 
throughout the rest of the 
streets. At first we were 
completing only five 
blocks a year, but the re- 
sort community was so 
pleased with the results, 
that they wanted us to 
speed up the process. So, 
we are working faster 
and have increased the 
reconstruction to 10 
blocks a year," said Hu- 
dome. 

The first three sections 
of the resort Streetscape 
improvements are totaUy 
complete. They include 
8th Street through 25th 
Street. Currently, 26th 
Street through 31st 
Streets and 5th Street 



through 9th Street are 
under construction. They 
will be finished by May 
1. 

In addition to the 
Streetscape Improve- 
ments, the Connector 
Park projects are also 
underway. 

"There are 30 connec- 
tor pa±s all together and 
each parte centers around 
a different theme. Basi- 
cally, these are the walk- 
ways that people have to 
go through to get to the 
beach - unless they access 
the beach from an ocean- 
front hotel exit. We have 
been widening the side- 
walks to make them more 
accessible to the pedestri- 
ans. We have added uni- 
form landscaping to 
make the walkways more 
aesthetically appealing to 
the eye," said Hudome. 

In about two weeks, 
constniction on the 
resort improvement 

will cease until 
October. 

This year an addi- 
tional feature will be 
added to the parks - cast 
concrete sculptings. 

"The sculpting will in- 
clude everything from 
fish, turtles, beach balls, 
hermit crabs and surf- 
boards. For example, the 
20th Street connector 
park will feature a 
sculpture of a hermit 
crab. 31st Street will 



feature giant beachballs. 
We will place the sculpt- 
ings in about two weeks. 
Parents and kids will love 
the sculptings and parents 
will be able to take pic- 
tures of their kids with 
the sculptings ... it will 
be really unique," said 
Hudome. 

The landscaping im- 
provements are not being 
done soley by the city of 
Virginia Beach. 

"A lot of businesses like 
hotels and restaurants 
have used their own 
money to continue the 
landscaping theme onto 
their own property. So, 
the landscaping looks 
blended, which makes the 
whole era more appeal- 
ing to the eyes," said Hu- 
dome. 

In about two weeks 
construction on the city's 
resort improvement 
projects will cease until 
October. Future projects 
include constructing a 
"Rudee Walk Park" 
which will extend from 
2nd Street all the way out 
to Winston Salem Avenue 
at the south end of the re- 
sort strip. The cost of this 
project has been esti- 
mated at about $2.5 mil- 
lion. 

Towards the north end, 
work will be done on 
36th Street through 39th 
Street and 40th through 
42nd -Street - which will 
most likely involve some 
relining of the intersec-

tion where Atlantic and 
Pacific Avenues com- 
bine. The last phase of the 
improvement projects 
should be complete by 
May of 1996. 
In addition to the pro- 



jects mentioned, there are 
several other projects 
included in the revital- 
ization program. The 
$140,000,000 budget also 
covers other improve- 
ments such as: converting 



overhead utilities to un- 
derground, storm and 
sanitary sewers, road- 
ways, water system, 
traffic signalization, sig- 
nage and graphics, and 
pedestrian lighting.

Community servant, family man 
and businessman, Nabil D. Kassir 
happy to have helped others make it 



Rogue's, Peabody's 
owner reflects back 
on 25 years of success

For 25 years, many Virginia 
Beach residents and visitors alike 
have come to know Peabody's and 
Chicho's as fixtures on the 
Oceanfront. But few residents 
know, close-up, the man who has 
helped make them h^jpen. 

To a casual observe, he is a quiet 
figure along the active resent strip. 
To those who know him better, he 
is an unassuming. even*THjmblc 
man who has not been hesitant to 
take on business risks. And that 
outward reserve belies a man of hard 
won successes, one who has repeat- 
edly sh^ed what he has with those 
with whom he has enjoyed close 
w(Hking relationships. 

Ilie num is Nabil Kassir, [resi- 
dent of the Kassir Management 
Group, and a sharclwlder in several 
enterprises in southeast Virginia 
and the Outer Banks of North 
Carolina. 

America has been his 

home since childhood, but Nabil 



Kassir was bpm in the Middle East, 
the son of an American-educated 
Ph.D. mathematician, who gradu- 
ated from Columbia University in 
NewYcMk. 

Kassir' s life and times in 
Virginia Beach began in the early 
•60's, when as a student at Norfolk 
Division, College of William & 
Mary, he often hitched a ride to the 
Oceanfront on weekends. Not long

after, he found his first local em- 
ployment as a lifeguard. It was dur- 
ing that period that he established 
what would become a lifelong 
friend^ip with Edmund Ruffin, 
who would go on to develop signif- 
icoit real estate and business inter- 

Both mm served as lifegua^ at a 
time when the Oceanfront was a 
collage of quiet cottages, and the 
be«;h was frequented by college 
students, and a scattering of adults, 
mostly from Richmond. During 



cided to move on, and on a wind 
and a prayer, opened their first 
restaurant, the Tiki, on Atlantic, 
between 21st and 22nd Streets. 
They had almost no money in their 
pockets, and for a while, they even 
lived in the Tiki, to save on rent. 

As time passed. Kassir' s business 
style would emerge. In future 
years, he would come to undertake a 
variety of entertainment-oriented 
business ventures, often with his 
frioid Ed Ruffin; but at other times 
with members of his family; and 
often with his own employees.

Kassir demonstrated an uncanny 
ability to work effectively with a 
wide variety of peofde and personal- 
ities. 

From the start, Kassir 

realized the value and importaiKe of 
treating employees well. He also 
came to realize that the ability of 
the restaurants and clubs to grow 
would dq)end on a healthy, growing 
city of Virginia Beach, and a vital 
and active Oceanfront. It would 
also require a willingness to share 
what he would accomplish with 
area community and charitable 
groups. 

In 1968, Kassir and Ruffin started 
Peabody's At The Beach (Pacific 
Avenue and 21st Street). Then six 
months later, Chicho's Hot and 
Spicy Pizza (Atlantic Avenue at 
21st Street) was opened. (Chicho's 
recently tied for 2nd place in local 
"Best in the Beach" contest) Both 
the night club and the restaurant 
would prove to be hi^ly successful 
- both are going strong in their 
25th year. 

Along the way, Kassir and Ruffin 
developed related business interests, 
as well. In 1967, they began a T- 
shirt company, which utilized a silk 
screen printing process that was 
well ahead of its time. Their com- 
pany was first known as Peabody's 
T-shirts, and later the stylized and 
tailored T-shirts enterprise would 
become known as T-Body's ^irts. 
T-Body's Shirts were sold in 16 
outlets, from Pittsburgh to Ft. 
Lauderdale. All the printing was 
done in Virginia Beach, and the 
company employed 200 people lo- 
cally for almost a 20-year period. 

yGiother collateral venture came 
along later in 1971, as Footsball 
table soccer arrived on the 
Oceanfront scene. Kassir foresaw 
that the game had the potential to 
become a rage. Ever mindful of an 
opportunity, he began importing 
machines from Rene Pierre in 
France. At one point, he offered 
them up and down the Atlantic 
seaboard, selling over 10,QOO ta- 
bles. Today, an original 1971 
game can still be played in 
Peabody's and Chicho's and as a 
consequence of a recent decline in 
video game popularity, Footsball 
has been making a comi^ck. 

In 1981, Kassir and Ruffin built 
their first hotel, the Best Western, 
1 1th Street and die OceanfrtmL 

But perhaps their 

best known and highest visibUity 
venture would cwne in 1976, when 
they bought a ctosed up club called 
Rogue's Galtery, situated in a badly 
deteriorated building on Virginia 
Beach Boulevard, near the 
OceanfrtxiL 

They procee<ted to renovate it and 
beautify the surrounding area. Hie 
result is the present day Rogue's 
(named in 1993 as Best of the 
Beach, in both "Dance" and "Night 
Spot" categories). Mary's 
Restaurant, co-located with 
Rogue's, received Honorable 
Mention in 1993 as "Best Cheap 
R^taurant" 

Kassir has been Uic leader in the 
Hampton Roads area in bringing 
major mtertainment to the commu- 
nity. Kassir Management Group, 
akxig wid) taleitt sccxiting agencies, 
has txought in more big name en- 
tertainment to Rogue's and 
Peabody's than has either the 
Hampton Coltwum, or for that 
matto'. Scope and Chrysler Hidl 
oxnbined.

this year in honor of President 
Clinton. Some of these groups in- 
clude: Kenny G, Wynton Marsalis 
and Mick Fleetwood. 

Other major groups that have pex- 
formed in the clubs over the years 
include Pat Benctar, Jeffrey Gaines, 
Chich Chong, Prince, Police, Huey 
Lewis and the News, Bonny Rait, 
The Ramones, Van Halen, Lucinda 
Williams, gin Blossoms, The 
Ocean Blue £aid Pretenders. 

The year-in-and-year-out concerts 
at Rogue's and Peabody's have been 
instrumental lo the economy of 
Virginia Beach. These aiuwitions 
bring in large numbers of visitors 
who stay in hotels, and who eat and 
pay entertainment tax, while enjoy- 
ing themselves at Rogue's and 
Peabody's. 

The Rogue's experience was not 
the first lime Kassir and Ruffin had 
re-built and beautified properties 
they had acquired. The old 
Peabody's building had likewise 
been in bad shape when Kassir and 
Ruffin purchased it. (The City 
Council later honored them for their 
beautificdtion efforts with that 
building.) "It is better to re-build 
and to beautify," says Kassir. 
"That way. we strengthen the 
community we already live in." 

Still later, in 1988, he assisted 
his wife, Debbi, in opening Aldo's 
Ristorante on Laskin Road, in the 
La Promenade Shopping Center. 
He had met Debbi in 1975 in 
Peabody's, and the couple was mar- 
ried in 1982. Debbi has her own 
distinct business inclinations, and 
as a majwity shareholder has played 
an active role in Aldo's business ac- 
tivities and management. Debbi 
can frequently be seen pitching in at 
what is one of Hampton Roads' 
more distinctive restaurants. 

Over the years, Kassir's 

interest and involvement with 
community and charitable organiza- 
tion grew. He has received numer- 
ous honws and awards, many of 
which adorn the walls of his 
Birdneck Road offke. 
These reo^itions include: 
O Past membership on the board 
of dir^tors of Operation Smile. 
Kassir has been instrumental in ot- 
ganizing numerous lage fund-rais- 
ing events cm behalf of Operation 
Smile, at Rogue's.

He has undertaken large 
fund-raising events on behalf of St. 



Jude, again at Rogue's, and for the 
past three years, has also staged a 
charity 3-on-3 basketball tourna- 
ment, bringing big name stars to 
the area.

"We have worked hard," Kassir 
said, "but we have treated people 
fair along the way. Many of them 
are longtime employees of the 
clubs and restaurants. We know 
that the clubs and restaurants are 
only as good as the people behind 
them." 

Kassir estimates that some 300 
people are currently employed in 
the various oiterprises managed by 
Kassir Management Group. 

As to his decision long ago to 
make Virginia Beach his home, 
Kassir says, "We grew up hoc. 
We have lived here all oat adult 
lives. Our lives are intertwined 
with tte fate of the OceanfrtMit and 
our city. We picture ourselves as 
an extended group of small busi- 
nesspeople - that is what we sn\ 
That is how we have m^e it We 
are pleased that we have been aUe 
to put a number of our Virginia 
Be^h associates into business - in 
that way, we have been able to di- 
rectly assist others to make it on 
their own."

It seems that Hilary Clinton's health care plans are off to a 
booming start.

The whole Pridgeon case

When I fust read and heard the 
news media's version of what tran- 

? filed outside of a gay i)ar in North

Reside With Pride. This clever 
phrase has a nice ring to it, but 
what do these words really mean? 

For the Virginia Beach commu- 
nity, they mean taking a sense of 
ownership in the city we all call 
home.

Manpower will again 
be provided by die Seabees as well 
as volunteers from FM99 WNOR 
and the Virginia Air National 
Guard. Businesses such as HQ.

Faucelte, a substantial raise, but 
there was g debate on whether the 
$120,000 finally agreed apm was 
high enough, said School Board 
Chairman Samuel W. Meekins. Jr. 
He told City Council when ques- 
tioned by Councilmember Paul J. 
Lanteigne about the salary increase 
that the increase, 16 percent greater 
than Faucette's current $103,000 
salary, was based on the fact that 
the new superintendent had come 
into the system at "a very difficult 
time." 

Faucette, along with the salary 
increase, also received a four-year 
contract. He has been with the sys- 
tem two years and was the fifth su- 
perinten^nt in five years. 
- ^ffeekings said that die salary was 
raised to be in line with the four- 
year contract. Lanteigne had said 
that Faucette's increase, which will 
be effective in July, was one of the 
comments he heard regarding 
salaries. 

Faucette's salary was brought up 
during a discussion of the School 
Board with City Council over the 
1993-94 operating bndget, in which 
City Manager James K. Spore rec- 
ommended a city share of $7 J mil- 
lion less than the amount requested 
by the School Board. 

Among the losers, said Meekins, 
would be School Board employee. 
He said that not fully-funding the 
School Board budget would jeopar- 
dize a planned three percent salary 
increase for educational personnel 
and a two percent increase for other 
school personnel 

In addition to the $120,000, 
Faucette will receive a $450 
monthly care allowance, an 
$11,800 annual deferred life insiv- 
ance payment, uid a clause that al- 
lows School Board to grant 
Faucette future bonuses. 

School officials say that the real 
estate tax rate cut recommmded in 
City Manager James K. Spore's 
199-94 Operating budget translates 
into a "direct transfer of funds from 
the schools to the city and i^ovides 
no funds for a pay raise for educa- 
tional personnd." 



On the contnuy, say city 

budget officials. Hie schools wants 
the city to make up fw the cut in 
the state's aid to education. 

The subject, said Lanteigne at a 
recent budget woricshq), "is having 
the potential for an us-and-them 
mentality." 

At issue is the recommendation 
in Spore's budget that the city bud- 
get provide the schools with $7.3 
million less than requested, or 
$128,218,881 versus 

$135,523,100. The total budget re- 
quested by the School Board is 
$328,501,500. The budget recom- 
mended by the city is 
$321,199,281. of which the state's 
share (in either budget) is 
$144,006,060, under a million dol- 
lai^ more than the current state con- 
tribution. 

The city's recommendatkHi repre- 
sents an increase of $5,280,290. cm- 
a 4.3 percent increase over the cur- 
rent year. The state's pw pupil sup- 
port actually shows a decrease of 
$33.40 in per pupil support while 
the city's recommended c(»itribu- 
tion shows a $29.68 per pupil in- 
crease. 



"The missing link," said Dean 
Block, director of management and 
the budget, "is the state." He told 
council that, "y(Mi're being adted to 
make up for a reduction horn the 
slate."

From a nursery 
to your garden

Plants receive a great deal of pro- 
fessional care before they reach 
most local garden centers. 

The way these plants have been 
developed and cultivated varies. 
Many plants go through complex 
care before they get to the nursery. 
For example, (unamental trees are 
three to four years old before they 
aremaiketed. 

In the first year, the trees are 
planted in rows ttlf^WtSA. This is 
followed by three or four years of 
weeding, irrigation, pest manage- 
ment, regular fertilizing, pruning 
and inspection for disease and in- 
sects. After the trees have gone 
through this {nocess at the growers, 
they are harvested and shipped to 
garden centers. Garden centers often 
mulch trees to increase their ability 
to withstand winter temperatures 
and winds as most trees are sold the 
spring. 

Shrubs also go through a long, 
complex process before they reach 
the garden center. For example, it 
takes five years for a rhododendron 
to grow from a cutting into a mar- 
ketable plant for a garden center. 
First, the grower takes a cutting and 
places it in a prcqsagation house for 
five to six months. Rooting takes 
place in the propagation house, 
where temperatures and relative 
humidity are carefully monit(xed. 

Rhododendrons are then potted 
and placed in the growing area of 
the greenhouse for five to six 
months. Here, the rhododendrons 
are fertilized and pinched so they 
will grow into high-quality plants. 
After a year, the rhododendrons are 
planted in fields where they remain 
for two and a half to four years. 
During this period, they are fertil- 
ized, irrigated and monitored for in- 
sects and diseases. Finally, the 
grower hand digs, balls and burlaps 
the rhododendron and ships them to 
garden caters. 

Roses are another ex- 
ample of the care garden centers 
and nurseries give to plants. Roses 
arrive at garden centers in refriga- 
ated trucks. The temperature in the 
truck is carefully maintained at 3S 
degrees F. to protect the roses and 
{Mcvent damage. Most garden cen- 
ters place roses directly into the 
sales yard. Here, the roses are 
sorted, irrigated, and fertilized. Most 
roses remain in the garden cent^ for 
approximately six weeks.

Seed companies spend years de- 
veloping seeds for a hybrid flowers. 
Hybrids come from two parent 
flowers that are bred to incorporate 
the best characteristics of each par- 
ent. Breeders select the parent plants 
and breed F-1 hybrids. Flowers are 
grown from the F-1 hybrid seeds in 
"plant trials." Plant trials involve 
growing seeds both in containers 
and in the Held to enable the seed 
company to determine if the hybrid 
flowo' meets the desired (Ajectives. 

For example, an F-1 hyMd may 
incorporate the hardiness of one 
°parent and the colorful blooms of 
another. If plait trials do not yiekl a 
strong, colorful plant, the seed 
company keeps breeding the parent 
plants until it creates a hyteki that 
demonstrates those traiu. This 
lengthy testing process insues that 
consumers ultimately purchase a 
healthy plant with desirable char^- 
teristics. 

Seed companies spend 
years developing seeds 

for a hybrid flower.

porate the best char- 

acteristics of each

After a seed company is sure die 
seeds meet their standanis, the seeds 
are put into trial production. The 
hybrid flower is pronounced a suc- 
cess if the trial production yields 
flowers with the apiHY^xiate charac- 
teristics. Then, the hybrid flower 
goes into major production. The 
parents plants are pollinated by 
hand as they flower. The seed cap- 
sules are picked, and the hybrid 
seeds go through a quality-control 
process. 

Using samples from each lot, 
germination is inspected, and the 
samptes are grown to full bloom to 
verify Uiat the seed is true to type. 
Afto- testing, the seeds are packaged 
and shipped to wholesale disuibu- 
tors. Wholesale distributm^ sell the 
seed to growers who, in turn, sell 
the flowers to nurseries and garckn 
callers. 

Through this process, gardeners 
can be sure they're buying a pbmt 
that will bloom exactly as expected.

from Spore in which the manager 
requested that the schools put off 
purchasing techndogical equipnwm 
until the end of the year if surplus 
funds were available, Faucette said 
that the school system was already 
far behind in technology.

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf said 
that the S.7 cent tax increase was 
strictly for school capital improve- 
ments aad is still there. 

Block said that other savings on 
the city side and the increased de- 
pendence on users' fees make the 
real estate tax decrease possible and 
will not be at the expense of the 
schools.

are some serious dangers involved. 

Section 609 of the Clean Air

trained and certified in the proper 
handling and use of refrigerants. 
The sale of refrigerant to persons 
not certified, and the venting of re- 
frigerant into the atm(»phere are 
federal crimes and have very stiff 
fines. 

Some consumers have resorted to 
the use of substitute refrigerants. 
The US6 of any refrigerant oth^ 
than the one specified by the manu- 
facturer will result in dam^e to tte 
AC system, reduced performance ol 
the system, and a system which 
c(Mitains contaminated refrigerant. 



Once a system become contami- 
nated in this way, the owner will be 
responsible for the disposal cost of 
the substance in the systems 
Disposal costs for contaminated 
(mixed) refrigerants is currently be- 
tween IS to 40 cents per pound. 



Consumers should consider all of 
these facts when considoing repairs 
to their auto air conditioners. It 
will be cheaper in the long run to 
have the system properly serviced 
by someone with the conect 
equipment and training.

Council nixes liorse trails in favor of golf courses 



Golf course seen as 
economic stimulus 
for the local economy

The public notice advertised a 
City Council hearing on a condi- 
tional use permit for 58 houses on 
264.62 acres of land south of the 
Green Line, an imaglnery line that 
separates the rural southern end of 
the city from the develq)ed northern 
end. 



The development was to be laced 
with horse trails, possibly to meet 
the Comprehensive Plan's propos- 
als that Transition Area IH, where 
the acreage is located, should in- 
clude recreation. 

However, the city's plan envi- 
sions golf courses, especially those 
open to the public - the Planning 
Commission had recommended de- 
nial of the application on the basis 
that the project did not comply with 
the land use plan. 

But what the council approved 
last week was the development of 
40 one-acre lots on the same prop- 



erty which had grown to 328 acres, 
on the southwest side of Seaboard 
Road northwest of Princess Anne 
Road. In return, council received 
an "exclusive option" to purchase 
288 acres from the (E.V.) Williams 
Holding Company, which with 
Joseph E. and Jack P. Burroughs, 
who own a small part of the prop- 
erty, were applicants for the use 
permit. The plan is that the city 
will build a golf course on the 
property. 

The cost $7,100 an acre for as 
much as 176 acres of upland, or 
$1,249,600, and $600 an acre fw 



the rest The city under the option 
agreement is committed to purchase 
at least 166 acres at the $7,100 fig- 
ure. J 

The city has up to and including 
July 21 to exercise the option, 
which also requires the city to pay 
for half of the infrastructure im- 
provements for all the property, in- 
cluding city sewer, with a limit of 
$484,000. The development will be 
served by wells. 

The option agree- 
ment, apparently discussed at an 
earlier executive session and signed 



by E.R. Bowler, vice president of 
the Williams Holding Corporation, 
was not a part of the agenda'and the 
prices were not discussed at the 
formal City Council meeting. 

The sevoi council members who 
approved the use permit upon 
which the option is contingent saw 
the transactions as a way for the 
city to build a model golf course to 
serve as an example for future pri- 
vate builders. 

Voting against the use permit 
were Mayor Meyera Obemdorf and 
Councilmembers Nancy Parker, 
John D. Moss and Robert K. Dean. 



Moss objected on principle on 
the way the issue was handled. He 
said that a philosophical difference 
exists on the council as to who has 
the responsibility to drive the econ- 
omy. "The golf course is a stimu- 
lus package," he said. He pointed 
out that the private sector hasn't 
come forward to build a golf course. 
It would if it thought it would be 
profitable, he said. 

Dean, the Princess Anne Borough 
councilmember where the ptopetiy 
is located, said that "the general

Medical board will 
hear allegations of 
sex and drug abuses

The Virginia Board of Medicine 
will convene a formal administra- 
tive hearing on Thursday, June 3 in 
Richmond to hear evidence against 
Chesapeake orthopaedic surgeon 
Sidney S. Loxley on charges that 
Loxley, in a gross abuse of the 
patient-physician relationship, 
engaged in an ongoing sexual 
relationship with a patient who was 
a minor at the time. 

The tioard will also hear evidence 
that Loxley, in violation of the 
Code of Virginia, provided inappro- 
priate medical treatment outside his 
medical specialty by prescribing 28 
units of the birth control pill 
Norinyl Wallette to the unnamed 
patient. 

Dependent on the l)oard's fmd- 



ings, Loxley's license to practice 
med'cine could be suspended or re- 
voked. 

Loxley was convicted last fail of 
having an affair with a minor, and 
served jail time. 

In AugusLJS92i, Loxley's staff 
privileg^'at Ches^^eak6 General 
Hospital were suspended by the 
Medical Staff Executive Committee 
because of his criminal conviction. 

Additionally, the executive com- 
mittee also cited Loxley's resump- 
tion of the use of alcohol in spite 
of his receiving treatment in an in- 
patient alcohol rehabilitation pro- 
gram, as well as his misrepresenta- 
tion of facts to the hospital's ad- 
ministration and his history of 100 
percent medical chart review, as rea- 
sons for his suspension of privi- 
leges. 

Loxley, who maintains a private 
practice in Great Bridge in 
Chesapeake, did not return a re- 
porter's phone call. He used to have 
an office on Independence 
Boulevard.

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Purple loosestrife 
now runs amok 
through wetlands

How can anything so beautiful be such a threat? A com- 
ment on Lizzie Borden? Recently in Virginia Beach this 
question has been asked about a beautiful puiple-flowering 
plant called purple loosestrife. 

For years purple loosestrife has been devastating wetlands 
and meadows in New England, through the Lake States and 
on west to Oregon and Washington. In Virginia, no one 
thought much about the plant except a few gardeners who 
annually received compliments about the showy perennial, 
purple flowers in their garden. 

In recent years loosetrife has shown Virginians what 
northerners have know for years - that under the right condi- 
tions it can spread, stwnetimes dramatically, in a short period 
of time. It then proceeds to dominate what northerners have 
known for years, that under the right conditions it can 
spread. It then proceeds to dominate wedands and wet mead- 
ows to the exclusion of all desirable plants. Native orchids 
are displaced, desirable waterfowl foods are lost, muskrats, 
sedge wrens and boblinks have to look for a new home. And 
yet, to the casual observer the marsh or meadow has never 
looked prettier. 



Loosestrife ig . . . like the gjrpsy moth . . . 
and is having equally devastating effects. 

Purple loosestrife is an herbaceous perennial characterized 
by long showy spikes of magenta flowers. Usually under 
four feet in height, the plant may reach up to 10 feet tall in 
nutrient-rich habitats. Purple loosestrife has flowers with 
five to seven petals, which occur in dense clusters on termi- 
nal spikes and which bloom from June to September.'TlIe 
leaves are usually opposite or in whorls of three, lance- 
shaped and without teeth. The plant is a member of the 
loosestrife family, particularly with the native winged 
loosestrife (Lythraceae) and may be confused with other 
members of that family, particularly with the native winged 
loosestrife (Lythrun aiatum), which is rare in Virginia. 
Winged Idosiesfrife, however, is generally smaller in height 
(averaging about two feet), has alternate leaves on the upper 
portion of the stem, and has fewer, more widely-spaced 
flowers. Purple loosestrife is virtually indistinguishable from 
another Eurasian species, Lythrum virgatum and its culti- 
vars. 

Purple loosestrife is something like the gypsy moth. For 
alnK)st 100 years, folks in Virginia thought the gypsy moth 
was just a northern pest. While it devastated northern 
woodlands, it showed litde tendency to move south. Within 
the last 10 years folks in Virginia has come to realize how 
wrong they were. Purple loosestrife is showing amazingly 
similar trends, and is having equally devastating impacts on 
meadows and wetlands as the gypsy moth is on our oak 
woods. 

Unlike the gypsy moth, there is something that we can still 
do to avert a major loosestrife invasion in Virginia. If you 
care at all about the impact you are having on our natural 
environnnent, please select some other plant this spring, 
when you visit your local garden store or nursery. 
Nurserymen will be glad to offer advice on planting alterna- 
tives. You can help by carefully selecting plants that are not 
^invasive. Please avoid planting purple loosestrife this spring. 
If it is already in your garden, consider removing what 
plante you aheady have established. It can be your gardening 
version of "tough love" to help your environment! 
Remember, no one is to blame. Until the last few years, ev- 
eryone in Virginia thought of it as just another beautiful 
flower - now we know better!

he had no car, he gave his gas ration lickeu to 
his aunt who let him use her car. He also 
leceived food stamps for sugar, meau, coffee 
etc., which he gave to his mother. 

It seemed to Brad that most of his old 
buddies had left for the service and he was 
looked upon as a hero by the relatives of those 
who were gone. Of all the men from Stublin 
who were in the service, only Brad and four 
more were in the Marines. Some had joined 
after Brad had left. A marine on the streets of 
Sublin was not I common sight Some well 
meaning people asked Brad if he was in the 
Canadian Air Force. 

Sublin was experiraidng the same things 
as all other cities across the nation. Life on the 
heme front was a time of saying goodbye and 
of waiting.

se£l U.S. abortion 
history often 
misunderstood 

As I have said before, I will not use 

this column to debate gays in the 

military, abortion or religion. It's not 

that I don't have an oinnicm on those 

subjects, but I have been critical of 

writers who use 

their space to 

further their 

own personal 

agendas. 

Many do, but 
I try to keep a 
balance as 
much as pos- 
sible. That I am 
a conservative 
there is no 
doubt; but if a 
conservative 
needs to be 
criticized then I 
have no com- 
punction about 
doing so. If i 
fmd something that I feel might be of 
interest to the teader about the above 
subjects, I will write about it taking 
no position either way. 

Everyone knows abortion is legal 
today only because of the famous 
Supreme Court decision in 1973. But 
the assumption of most people that 
before the court'srulingabortion had 
always been illegal in the United State 
is wrong. 

In fact, there were no laws in the 
United States against abottim until 
the 1820's. And for many years after 
that, most states permitted abortions 
in the first four months of pregnaiKy . 
Abortions began to be generally out- 
lawed only in the mid- 19th century. 
Again, on the basis of the way the 
debate is sht^ today, one would 
expect the clergy to have been behind 
the movement to outlaw abortion. 
But it was the medical profession that 
pushed for the change. 

Doctors undertook the effwt aft^ 
discovering with the help of the mi- 
croscope that babies developed when 
an egg was fertilized by sperm. Be- 
fore the discovery, only the sperm 
had been detected; no one had seen 
an egg. "Thus." says Carl Degler, 
"what is spoken of today as the mo- 
ment of conception, the time when 
egg and sperm unite, had no specific 
meaning or even conceptualization 
for people at the opening of the 19th 
century. 

"About all that physicians and lay 
people alike knew was that at some 
pointafter sexual intercourse the male 
sperm (w egg) began to develop into 
a recognizable potential human be- 
ing." As a result everyone had be- 
lieved that life began at about four 
months, when the motha felt the 
baby move in her stomach (a moment 
known as quickening). Another com- 
mon error about abotions is that they 
were uncommon until recently. 

Hard numbers are difficult to come 
by, but one researcher has estimated 
that in the second half of the 19th

A group of citizens gathotd a long 
the banks of Canal #2 in the heart of 
the Oceana West Industrial Park on a 
cold and blustery Saturday morning. 
As snowflakes fell, the group gath- 
ered tree seedlings, shrubs and seed 
materials from 
the back of a 
pickup truck to 
plant along the 
banks of the 
Canal. 

Only the 
most intrepid 
souls woe out 
but they in- 
cluded cub 
scouts, mem- 
bers of envir- 
onmental gro- 
ups, high scho- 
ol students and 
other inter- 
ested citi^ns. 

All were there 

for the purpose 
of enhancing the city's environment 
through their own hands-on efforts. 

Constructed as a drainage canal for 
flood relief, Canal #2 runs from Lon- 
don Bridge Creek to West Neck 
Creek. Due to this unique location, 
the canal receives both salt water 
from the Lynnhaven River complex 
and fresh watet from West Neck 
Creek, depending on the prevailing 
tidal influence. 

Although the site was seeded when 
coistructed, many areas of the banks 
did not grow and are now prone to 
erosion. Due to the unique location of 
the canal and the need to control the 
erosion occurring along the banks, a 
program was initiated to restore the 
banks with native shrubs and seed 
material. Trees are also being planted 
along tlie top of the bimk in order to 
enhance the beauty of the canal while 
providing much needed wildlife habi- 
tat. 

The pUuiting of shrubs, grasses and 
trees ^ong the canal will improve 
water quality by reducing erosion. 



improve air quality by providing sev- 
ersd thousand plants iuid will greaUy 
enhance wildlife habitat. Hie provi- 
sion of wildlife habitat within an in- 
dustrial park is perhaps the most in- 
toesting component of the project. 
Due to the intere^ in the Canal #2 
reforestation project, a Habitat En- 
hancement Committee was formed 
through the city. 

Comprised of representatives of 
the business community, local envi- 
ronmental groups and federal and 
state agencies, the group's focus is to 
identify areas of the city where the 
natiual environment can be enhanced 
with the planting of native uees, 
shrubs and grasses. Funding is pro- 



vided by both private donations and 
monies paid by those individuals who 
are in violation of the Tidal Wetlands 
Zoning Chdinance. This unique and 
eiKitii^ pfDgtam will result in the 
continued enhancement of the city's 
natural environment at no cost to our 
citizens with the exception of admin- 
istrative costs. 

Once apin, I'm proud of the ex- 
ceptional volunteer efforts put forth 
by our citizens and business commu- 
nity for the purpose of enhancing our 
city. 

As the days grow longer and 
warma", the planting efforts seem to 
be getting a little easier and the nuni- 
ber of volunteers greater. Volunteers 



planting shrubs akmg Canal #2 have 
obsoved red tailed hawks and rab- 
bits along the banks of the canal. The 
prints of deer and raccoons can also 
be seen. Project coordinatoi^ hope 
the ospreys will soon nest on the 
platfonns provided last year by the 
Back Bay National Wildlife Refuge 
and erected by Virginia Power. WiUi 
these collective efforts, it's not hard 
to envision, in the fubue, a beautiful 
canoe traillined with lush vegetation, 
where only a drainage canal now 
exists.

White supremacist groups are es- 
tablishing chapters in America's, 
middle schools and high schools.

Spray- 
painted swastikas greet wwshippers 
approaching their synagogues. Ra- 
cial fights break out on America's 
campuses. Ethnic groups trade eth- 
nic slurs. 

- Arising (tide of hatred and integer- 
ance flireatens the great experiment 
in multi-ethnic, multi-racial democ- 
racy we call America. Our young 
people are contributing to this tide: 
over 30 percent of high school stti- 
dents in a national poll said they 
already had comm itted - or were likely 
to commit - racist acts. Nearly half of 
the secondary school students sur- 
veyed said that if they came upon a 
racial attack in progress, they'd ei- 
ther join the attackers or do nothing 
to stop the attack - because they'd 
assume it was justified. 

Where do your youngsters come 
by these attitudes? Children aren't 
bom bigots. In the words of the South 
Pacificsong: "You'vegot to be taught 
to hate and fear." A generation after 
the civil rights movement, is our so- 
ciety still teaching its young that big- 
otry is acceptable? 

A March 18 Washington Post al- 
lele sheds light on these questions. 
The front-page story described a se- 
ries of anti-gay and anti-Black jokes 



told by several prominent Virginia 
political figures at a public dinner. 

The fact that well-known men 
thought it amusing to make deroga- 
tory comments about blacks and gays 
at a political gathering tells us much 
about where young people learn that 
bigotry is respectable. The hopeful 
sign is that the story made the front 
page, and leaders of both political 
parties in Virginia denounced the 
jckes.

century there was one abortion for 
every half dozen or so births. In the 
1920's, it's reported, about one in 
four pregnaiKKS aided in fdxjrtion. 
Doctors railed against abortion, one 
lamenting that "even among the mar- 
ried, there are few wives who do not 
know of s(xne means to destroy the 
fetus before it comes to full term, and 
who have not in some manner and at 
some time, applied one or more of 
these n^ans in their own cases." But 
women continued having abortions 
apfmently because they provided a 
guaranteed method of birth control. 

Abortions during all this time were 
generally illegal. Yet, Americans 
seem not to have b^ terribly both- 
ered by the widesf^ead resort to the 
practice. One statistk; is particularly 
revealing: between 1849 aiid 1 8S8 in 
Massachusetts, of 32 accused ab«- 
tionists brought to trial, not one was 
convicted; juries composed solely of 
men freed every cme of the subjects. 
Women ^£n^ even less inclined 
than men lo condemn abation. 

As one doctw ^ly <*s»ved in 
1896, "Many otterwise good and 
exemplary women, who wouldrad^- 
part with theff right tads «- la their 
longuescteave 10 the roof of the mouth 
than to canmit a crime, seem to be- 
lieve that pricx- (0 quick^ing it is no 
nKxe hiffm to caise the evacuUKMi of 



the contents of their wombs, than it is 
that of their bladders or their bow- 
els."

Pets are prohibited on the beaches, boardwalk and grassy 
area west of die boardwalk to die property lines, ^m Rudee Inlet, to 42nd 
Street from 6 p.m. die Friday before Memorial Day dirough 6 p.m. on 
Labor Day. 

Suprfing areas are regulated by section 6-1 16 of die city 
code which states it is illegal to surf in the waters of the Atlantic Ocean 
from Memorial Day weekend to Labor Day wedcend with tlw folkiwing 
exceptions:

He said that the city would need 
$5 to $7 million up front to build 
the golf course. "We're doing the 
wrong thing, sending the wrong 
message to the taxpayw." He said 
that if the city needs money up 
front the only way to do this is to 
float bonds. "I have real problems 
with the entire project This whole 
project was put to bed in the shad- 
ows of government I don't know 
who designed the golf course. It's 
time to be honest with the public." 

His motion to deny the original 
qjplication on the agenda was killed 
when the substitute motion to ap- 
prove the 40-lot subdivision was 
approved. 

Pungo Councilmember Paul J. 
Lanteigne that taxpayers will not 
pay for the golf course. Municipal 
golf courses pay for themselves. He 
added that $200,000 homes also are 
beneficial to the city. 

R. Edward Bourdon, attorney for 
the applicants, said "This is the 
best oiqmrtunity the city will have 
to build a first-class golf course." 

But Pat Ingmire, a resident of 
Seaboard Road, said that the jfolf 
course should be approved before 
the 40-lot subdivision. "If you ap- 
prove 40 houses and if you don't 
get a golf course, are you going to 
buUd more houses?" 

^ added that if the city owns the 
property it will be taken off the tax 
rolls and that many areas in the 
northon part of the city are still on 



septic tanks although city sewer 
will be included in the new transi- 
tion area (teveloimient. She also 
said that the develq)er should pay 
for all of the sewer. 

The mc permit includes the con- 
dition that only 40 houses could be 
built in all 328 acres.

Moss said that when council 
makes decisions it should recognize 
up front what they're going to cost. 
"How are we going to explain this 
to the voters - that we disconnected 
land use from K)ning." 

Councilmember Linwood Branch 
said that $200,000 residence is ihe 
break-even cost when revenues will 
take care of the services required 

Vice Mayor William D.

He said that city 
sewer makes sense because the' 
property adjoins Foxfire which has 
city sewer.

Although you'd probably never 
use a sanding machine on your new 
car, you might slowly be grinding 
off your paint when you wax. 

Many pedlar, over-the-countn' 
car cleaner/wax inepaiations were 
developed for the pawn who waxes 
once a year or less. Twelve months 
of exposure to sun and weather 
causes paint surface destruction 
called oxidation. 

Strong abrasives remove that 
damaged top layer of paint and pre- 
pare it to accept the remaining wax. 
UnftHtunately, the abrasives leave 
tiny scratches that reduce the abiltoy 
of the {»int to reflect lighL And 
that results in a less than perfect 
shine. 

If you frequently use one of these 
products on your new car, you're 
removing paint unnecessarily. Wax 
often enough and eventually youll 
wind up with areas of bare metal: 
Not a pretty sight iox all your dili- 
gent work. 

How do you prevent needless 
paint removal, yet keep your car 
looking new? Avoul waxes that 
contain any form of ateeive or pol- 
ish. When you must use a polish, 
get one that has ultra-fuie alxasives 
and doesnl include wax. 

It's easy to ttetermine if yoia wax 
contains abrasive. Aj^ly stmie wax 
with a clean white cloth to any 



painted surfu^e, not necessarily car 
paint. 

Rub hard in one area lot 30 sec- 
onds. Now look at the cloth. If you 
see any paint, the wax contains 
abrasives. 

For protection, many newer 
model cars have a final clear cc»t 
over the color. Alnasive wax will 
also take this clear paint off, but it 
won't stow up (m tlw ck>th. 

Since most readily available car 
waxes contain ai^'asives, the con- 
sumer will have to look carefully 
for a pure wax product 

Years ago, the best waxes had 
imported Camauba as the main in- 
gredient. Camauba is a waxy jnx)- 
tective coating on the leaves of cer- 
tain palm trees growing in Brazil. 

As low cost synthetic waxes 
were devdoped, the use of real Car- 
luuda dwindled. Tod^ only a scarce 
few products contain real Camauba. 
Of diose, mosi have a very small 
pocent^ge of this valuable wax. 

One ctmpany that markets a 
blend of genuine Camauba waxes is 
the Malm Chemical Cop. Tlie wax 
rqxmedly has no abrasives, clean- 
ers, polishes eg anything that can 
scratch paint And because it's 
mainly wax, a pint bottle of the 
liqukl dwuld cover tt least 15 aver- 
age can.
